The ves- 
sel stranded on a bar while the ocean 
was running very high. From a tug 
1 fiO yards d is tun t, by means of the 
LyJe guns, a line iVus fired to the Arago. 
A whip-line wns then sent aboard her, 
and by this whip-line four one-twenty 
fathom hawsers were hauled aboard 
and made fast. 
IJy the whip-line the 


four Jirtvv.st-rs wore extended from the 
mast of* tho vossel to the mast of the 
tiitf. the brt'oohes buoy run to the ves- 
Bel aloof; the havener and the arew and 
passuiii^ers lande<i on the tug1. 


The tutf thru took by turn the four 


hawsers, inul attaching an anchor to 
I'iiuh dropped them seawarda. 
This 


prevented the vesbel from going1 fur- 
ther upon tlie bar, and when the tide 
urobu the vessel floated and was saved 
with but little damage. So extraordi- 
nary was this work by the life-saving" 
service that Customs Collector Stewart 
took it on himself to send the following 
letter to the treasury department on 
the subject:

Never Equaled Within the Proeent Cen- 


tury 


LONDON", Oct. 2-1.—Politics, both for- 


eign and domestic, yivc way in public 
interest to the extensive floods, never 
equaled in England within the present 
generation, and far more widespread 
than the Moray floods of sixty years 
ago, which, however, destroyed many 
lives. The iloods have come so gradu- 
ally that nearly every one had a chance 
to escape, although the plains are un- 
der water, and rivulets have swollen to 
rivers. 


The chief anxiety 
felt 
is as to 


whether the waters will altogether re- 
tire from some of tho regions invaded, 
especially the lowlands near the sea, 
large sections of which have been res- 
cued for cultivation by the labor of 
centuries. Should the 
floods, which 


aro still rising in many places, not soon 
subside, much damage will be caused. 


Denver Officials Indited. 


DENVER, Colt Oct., 34; —Three ex-city 


officials of Denver, realize now that the 
way of the alleged trangressor is hard. 
Yesterday the grand jury brought ill 
three bills of indictment against ex- 
City Treasurer \V, M. IHiss, ex-Deputy

in office and forgery. The accused were 
arrested last night and Iddged in jail, 
where thoy will remain until 
the 


amount of bond required is fixed by 
the court. 


These indictments are the result of 


the work of the investigating commit- 
tee which reported some time ago that 
they had discovered gross irregularities 
in the boobs of the city treasurer and 
auditor. The amount alleged to have 
been stolen is 813,000.

Tlie surgeons of the Baltimore arc of 


the opinion that some of the wounds 
were inflicted by bayonets; showing 
clearly the participation of tho Chilian 
police. 


The American sailors were without 


arms and defenseless. 
The investiga- 


tion shows that they were sober, and 
in no respect guilty of misbehavior. 
Two of the wounded are still in the hos- 
pital. On several instances the sailors 
of the Chilian fleet rendered assistance 
to the American sailors, and several of 
them were arrested.
